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Baptism---Pouring, Sprinkling, Immersion, Which? 


Permit me to call your attention to 
Matt. 28:18-20, “Amd Jesus came and 
spake unto them, saying, All power is giv- 
en unto me in heaven and in earth. Go ye, 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptiz- 
ing them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teach- 
ing them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you: and, lo, I 
am with you alway even unto the end of 
the world. Amen.” 


From this last great commission given 
by Jesus men claim the right to baptize 
the people who believe. One man will 
sprinkle water upon them and call it bap- 
tism. Another will pour water on them 
and call it baptism. Another will immerse 
them and call it baptism. Now which is 
correct? They cannot all three be right, 
because Paul declared in Eph. 4:5 that 
there is but “‘one Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tism.” If someone came along here preach- 
ing two Lords or two faiths, one diame- 
trically opposed to the other, how soon 
would we fly to the Scriptures and say, 
“There should be no division among us. 
We should all speak the same thing and 
be of one mind.” Should we not use the 
same cry with regard to baptism? Re- 
member that the same verse says, one 
Lord, one faith, one baptism. 

Dr. Benson once said, “What can be 
more absurd than to imagine that the 
doctrines or rules of practice which relate 
to man’s everlasting salvation should be 
delivered in such ambiguous terms as to 
be capable of many meanings.” The 
apostles were inspired to write the words 


-as they fell from the lips of the Master 


of men. Matthew wrote in Greek and 
when he came to this part of the discourse 
of Jesus—the commission to go and bap- 
tize—he used the Greek word “baptizo.” 
Now upon that word depends the ques- 
tion, Did Christ command them to 
“spinkle,” “pour,” or “immerse”? It is 
good logic that things which are equal 
to the same thifg are equal to each other. 
Now notice this carefully, the Hebrew 
word “‘taval” is rendered in the Greek by 
the word “‘baptizo.” When the Jews 
translated their scriptures into Greek, 
when they came to this word they ren- 
dered it “baptizo” and when our trans- 
lators came to this same word they ren- 
dered it by the English word “dip.” It 
follows, therefore, since “dip” in Eng- 
lish and “baptizo” in Greek are equal to 
“taval” in Hebrew, they must be equal 
to each other. The translators of the 
King James Bible testified that the He- 
brew “‘taval,” the equivalent of the 
Greek “‘baptizo,” signified to “dip.” 
“Taval” occurs fifteen times in the Old 
Testament. In the common version it is

rendered “dip” fourteen times and 
“plunge” once. 
VOICE OF AUTHORITY 


Let us go to some of the good authori- 
ties for a moment on this question. Mai- 
monides, a great Jewish authority, says, 
“Whenever in the Law of Moses wash- 
ing clothes or flesh is mentioned it means 
nothing else than the dipping of the 
whole body in the bath: for if anyone 
dipped himself all over except the tip of 
his little finger he is still in his uncleanli- 
ness.” (Helch Mikva, chap. 1, sec. 2.) 
Dr. Kleeburg, a renounced Jewish Rabbi, 
says that “taval” means to immerse, to 
dip. It never means to sprinkle or pour. 
(Leonsville, debate, page 62.) Now we 
come to the word “sprinkle” itself. In 
Heb. 10:22 we read, “Let us draw near 
with a true heart in full assurance of 
faith, having our hearts sprinkled from 
an evil conscience, and our bodies washed 
with pure water.” Remember here it is 
the heart to be sprinkled, not the body. It 
has reference to the type and anti-type, 
as the blood of bulls and goats was 
sprinkled under the old law so our hearts 
would be touched by the divine influence 
of the love of Christ which would lead 
us to have our bodies washed with pure 
water. The word “washed” here is taken 
from the word “louo.” Almost every lexi- 
cographer defines the word to “immerse.” 

In Heb. 9:10, we have another state- 
ment: “Which stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and carnal 
ordinances, imposed on them until the 
time of reformation.” Now, the divers 
washings under the law was to give way 
in the gospel economy to the “one bap- 
tism.” The washing and dipping of 
Naaman the leper, 2 Kings, 5th chap- 
ter, according to the Bible and church 
historians, was that the “dip” there re- 
ferred to immersion, that the washing or 
“Jouo” referred to immersion. So that 
the divers washings referred to immersion, 
and they were to be superceded in the 
New Testament in the gospel law by the 
“one baptism.” 

SPRINKLING NEVER COM- 
MANDED 

We admit that there are sprinklings 
and washings referred to in the Old Tes- 
tament. There are eight sprinklings of 
blood, three of blood and oil, two of 
blood and water, three of oil, four of 
water and oil, in all twenty, and there are 
eighteen bathings. 

In those sprinklings there are only six 
in water. Notice this, the water is never 
unmixed, it is mixed with blood or in the 
ashes of a red heifer. God nowhere in the 
Bible commanded any man to sprinkle 
clean water on any other man, woman, or 


child. “Well,” says one, “what are you 
going to do with the quotation in sup- 
port of sprinkling as found in Ezekiel 
36:24, 252?” We will get after that right 
now. I have no disposition to forget any 
of these “pet” passages nor refuse to ex- 
amine them. We have nothing to lose, 
dear friends. 

If sprinkling was the proper mode we 
would just as soon have it that way as 
any other way. What difference would 
it make to us? 

We will read the two verses referred 
to. Ezek. 36:24, 25, “For I (notice the 
pronoun “I” referring to God Himself) 
will take you (Israel) from among the 
heathen, and gather you out of all coun- 
tries, and will bring you into your own 
land. Then will I (God) sprinkle clean 
water upon you, and ye shall be clean: 
from all your filthiness, and from all 
your idols, will I cleanse you. A new heart 
also will I give you, and a new spirit will 
I put within you: and I will take away 
the stony heart out of your flesh, and I 
will give you an heart of flesh.” Do any 
churches today that sprinkle either babies 
or adults claim that as the result of this 
sprinkling they are taken away from the 
heathen countries and placed in Pales- 
tine? This sprinkling, remember, is to be 
done in Palestine. It is not to be done by 
man. It is to be done by God Himself. 
When it is done the results will be, 
“They are to be made clean from their 
filthiness.” Do you claim that sprinkling 
in your baptism today cleanses you from 
filthiness? Does it cleanse you from all 
your idols? Does it alone give you a right 
spirit? Does it take away your stony 
heart and give you a heart of flesh? 

Ezekiel delivered this prophesy B. C. 
§87. Israel’s return to Jerusalem under 
Zerubabel was B. C. 536. When the 
prophecy was fulfilled, fifty-one years 
after Ezekiel made the prophecy, Zeruba- 
bel with 50,000 Jews returned to Jeru- 
salem and rebuilt the walls. Nine years 
afterwards Nehemiah the prophet went 
to Jerusalem and rebuilt the temple. The 
land became fruitful when Christ came. 
The temple was still standing. That is the 
strongest text people claim in favor of 
“sprinkling.” It has no reference to 
Christian “baptism.” ' 


ONE WAY, ONLY, RIGHT 

We sometimes hear the argument in a 
kind of begging-the-question way, that 
it doesn’t matter which mode—sprink- 
ling, pouring, or immersion—is used, they 
are all synonymous they say. Now these 
words are not interchangeable at all as 
the following will prove. We cite you to 
Lev. 14:15, 16. Here you will find these

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The Beast Out of the Sea 


“And I stood upon the sand of the sea, 
and saw a beast rise out of the sea, having 
seven heads and ten horns, and upon his 
horns ten crowns, and upon his heads the 
name of blasphemy. And the beast which 
I saw was like unto a leopard, and his feet 
were as the feet of a bear, and his mouth 
as the mouth of a lion: and the dragon 
gave him his power, and his seat, and 
great authority. And I saw one of his 
heads as it were wounded to death; and 
his deadly wound healed: and all the 
world wondered after the beast,’ Rev. 
13:1-3. 

John stood-upon the sand of the sea. 
Doubtless sea here represents people. Rev. 
17:15, “And he saith unto me, The 
waters which thou sawest, where the 
whore sitteth, are people, and multitudes, 
and nations, and tongues.” John saw a 
beast rise up out of the sea, a wild beast, 
a beast of prey. The description of this 
beast is more fully explained in Daniel 7: 
1-8. This whole vision is concerning the 
Gentile world powers. When Satan de- 
ceived our foreparents and left the gar- 
den, he began his deadly work and he de- 
ceived the Gentile powers as they organ- 
ized, and for every power he deceived he 
took on a head. He has deceived every na- 
tion that has been organized. The 13th 
chapter of Revelation only refers to these 
Gentile powers as being deceived by Satan 
and what John saw in this chapter will 
be reproduced or take place during .the 
last half of the tribulation week. 


There are many books and tracts on 
this part of the Bible, but this great 
beast is none other than Antichrist who 
has charge of the earth while the saints 
are in glory. At the time of the existence 
of these world powers, in Daniel’s time, 
they had great power and were enemies of 
God’s true people. You will find Daniel’s 
vision recorded in the 9th chapter of 
Daniel. We are sure it has been fulfilled 


up to the 27th verse. In Jesus giving John 
a revelation of what should be hereafter, 
He took up the thought of these powers 
and called them beasts. The main thought 
in this chapter is telling how Antichrist 
will come and what he will do. In the 
3rd verse it speaks of the deadly wound 
being healed. At the time this wound was 
healed he was the seventh ruler of the 
Roman Empire. 

The dragon spoken of in our text is 
Satan. He was once a small serpent in 
form but as he deceived the nations he 
became a great dragon with seven heads. 
The confederated ten kingdoms or em- 
pires cover the sphere or authority of an- 
cient Rome. Fragments of the ancient 
Roman Empire have never ceased to exist. 
It was the imperial form of government 
which ceased to exist and this was the 
one head wounded to death, and what we 
have prophetically in Revelation 13 is 
the restoration of the imperial form. The 
word refers to the order (arrangement) 
under which Satan has organized the 
world of unbelieving mankind upon his 
principles of force, greed, selfishness, 
ambition, and pleasure. Matt. 4:8, 9; 
John 12:31; 14:30; 18:36; Eph. 2:2; 6: 
12; 1 John 2:15-17. 

Antichrist, the person, is to be distin- 
guished from the many antichrists, 1 
John 2:18, and the spirit of Antichrist, 1 
John 4:3, which characterizes all the su- 
preme marks of Antichrist. These anti- 
christs are to deny the existence of God 
and of Christ and to claim themselves to 
be Christ. They are only forerunners of 
Antichrist and signs of the soon return of 
the Lord to earth again. This awful per- 
sonage spoken of in this chapter will rule 
the world. after the rapture and will 
bring everything under his subjection. He 
will lift this present depression and will 
cause craft to prosper in his hands. Rev. 
8:23-25. 

“And they worshipped the dragon 
which gave power unto the beast: and 
they worshipped the beast, saying, Who 
is like unto the beast? Who is able to 
make war with him? And there was given 
unto him a mouth speaking great things 
and blasphemies and power was given un- 
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to him to continue forty and two months. 
And he opened his mouth in blasphemy 
against God, to blaspheme his name, and 
his tabernacle, and them that dwell in 
heaven,” Rev. 13:4-6. 

The inhabitants of the earth will actu- 
ally worship the red dragon or the pow- 
ers of Satan that control the world, ard 
they will say, ‘Who is like unto the 
beast? who is able to make war with 
him?” This beast, Antichrist, will open 
his mouth and speak great things and 
blaspheme the God of heaven. Dan. 7:25. 

“And it was given unto him to make 
war with the saints, and to overcome 
them: and power was given him over all 
kindreds, and tongues, and nations, And 
all that dwell upon the earth shall wor- 
ship him, whose names are not written in 
the book of life of the Lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world,” Rev. 13:7, 
8. 

As we have stated in previous issues, 
the first three years and a half of the 
tribulation week will be a period of de- 
ception. Antichrist will come and by 
peace will deceive the very elect if pos- 
sible. Dan. 8:25. It is plainly set out in 
Dan. 9:27 that he will make a covenant 
with many for one week and in the midst 
of the week will cause the sacrifice and - 
oblation to cease. In Daniel’s vision there 
were seventy weeks determined upon 
God’s people and this is weeks of years 
and deals only with the Jews. From the 
time of the return from Babylon was 
seven weeks, forty-nine years, and from 
the time of the rebuilding of the walls 
and reestablishing God’s people in the 
temple worship until the crucifixion was 
sixty-two weeks 434 years. This makes 
up sixty-nine weeks of Daniel’s vision and 
there is only one week left and this will 
be a week of years. It can not be more 
than seven nor less than seven. The first 
two years and a half will be taken up 
with the reestablishing of commerce and 
getting things organized, especially the 
armies of the world, under his control. 
Then Antichrist will draw the line and 
demand that everything worship him. The 
last half of this week is the forty and two 
months spoken of in verse 5, that is, three 
years and a half. This last half of the 
tribulation week will set in at the break- 
ing of the second seal. Rev. 6:3, and will 
continue throughout the chapter, until 
the beast is cast into the lake of fire. 

“If any man have an ear, let him hear. 
He that leadeth into captivity shall go 
into captivity: he that killeth with the 
sword must be killed with the sword. 
Here is the patience and the faith of the 
saints,” Rev. 13:9, 10. 

We are sure that the advice in these 
two verses means that the saints must 
not take any part in the beast’s conflicts 
or have any part in the wars that he may 
wage, but with patience they must en-

Waiting, Working, and Praying 


The hardest trial of faith is delay. 
“Hope deferred maketh the heart sick.” 
“But in due season we shall reap if we 
faint not.” Our faith must be proved in 
the face of every test and every foe. De- 
lay is the law of God’s working. The 
promise of redemption waited long. Ab- 
raham waited a quarter of a century for 
the realization of his faith. Jacob learned 
to say, “I have waited for thy salvation, 
O Lord.” Joseph waited. Moses waited. 
David waited. Be not discouraged if your 
answer waits. “Though it tarry, wait for 
it; because it will surely come, it will 
not tarry.” It will not wait too long or 
come too late. 


While faith waits, it must often work 
too. God sometimes has to wait for us. 
There is some act of obedience, some nec- 
essary condition for us to fulfill. The 
disciples had to cast their net on the right 
side before they could find. Paul had to 
go into the city to learn what the Lord 
would have him to do. Abraham’s servant 
had to be “in the way” before the Lord 
“led” him to his master’s brethren. He 
will show us, and we shall find that even 
the waiting was only a means of greater 
blessing. 


Sometimes, too, we must “wait on the 
Lord” as well as wait for Him. “Wait on 
the Lord, be of good courage . . .: wait, 
I say, on the Lord.” Sometimes the an- 
swer must be prayed through by con- 
tinued intercession and supplication in the 
Spirit. There is a kind of prayer which is 
itself the energy of God working in us 
mightily and working out His will and 
blessing. So the uplifted hands of Moses 
brought victory to the armies of Israel 
against the Amalekites. So the prayers of 
Daniel brought about the decree of Cyrus 
and the end of the seventy years of cap- 
tivity. So prayer is still the artillery of 
heaven, and “the effectual fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much.” 


Therefore, let us pray. Let us “con- 
tinue in prayer, and watch in the same 
with thanksgiving,” and watch “there- 
unto with all perseverance and supplica- 
tion for all saints.” Let our difficulties, 
our burdens, our crises be but challenges 
to more prayer. Let us pray in secret. Let 
us pray in concert. Let us make prayer 
a business, a system, a ministry, and we 
shall find that all the things that were 
against us have become occasions of 
greater blessing, and made us “more than 
conquerors through him who loved us.”

Spiritualism 

The following clipping is so to the 
point that we feel it is worth a careful 
reading: 

Since the great war the cult of Spirit- 
ualism has been growing rapidly, through 
the desire of people to communicate with 
their departed friends. But, whilst multi- 
tudes of messages have been given 
through mediums, and some of these bear 
the appearance of credibility, they are not 
to be trusted. Even such outstanding 
Spiritualists as the late Sir Conan Doyle, 
and Professor Oliver Lodge, bear witness 
to that fact. 


The spirits do not hesitate to use 
Christian phraseology, to quote the Bible, 
and to speak well of Christ. But this is in 
order to deceive the credulous. To resort 
to them for information or help in any 
form is distinctly forbidden by God. 
(See Lev. 20:27; Deut. 18:10ff.; Isa. 8: 
19; and other passages.) “Them that 
have familiar ‘spirits, and wizards that 
peep and that mutter” have their count- 
erparts in modern Spiritualism. Heathen- 


ism abounds also with manifestations of . 


the same in many forms. China, India, 
Africa, and other lands, have their med- 
iums and fortunetellers, and other classes, 
who converse with evil spirits. 

That there is abundant fraud and 
trickery cannot be denied. But that there 
may be a genuine contact with the den- 
izens of another place than ours is equally 
certain, and this has even been scientifi- 
cally proven by well-known men (not 
themselves Spiritualists), who are not 
easily deceived. The only authority, how- 
ever, that is of value to the child of God 
is His Word, and this confirms the re- 
ality of and the presence about us of 
evil spirits. They are numerous, organ- 
ized, and intelligent, possessing knowl- 
edge beyond that of human beings. 

During recent years a great wave of 
phychic influence seems to be passing 
over the world, especially those sections 
that we call civilized. Divine truth is 
subtly twisted and divine manifestations 
counterfeited. Earnest believers in their 
hunger for a deeper spirituality have been 
led astray. Christians have need to “put 
on the whole armor of God, that (they) 
may be able to stand against the wiles 
(the cunning deceptions, lies, strate- 
gems) of the devil.”

Saint Peter's Birthday in Haiti 

“The Lord hath done great things for 
us; whereof we are glad.” Psalm 126:3. 
We had a great day of rejoicing, Sunday, 
July 2. It was the First Anniversary of 
the opening of our mission in Petion- 
Ville. But it was also the day for a great 
celebration for the Roman Catholics— 
for it was the “Birthday of St. Peter!!!” 
To them St. Peter means a great deal, for 
they say their church was built on him, 
and he holds the key to heaven. There- 
fore, everyone came to Petion-Ville to 
pay his little “statue” homage, give “it” 
gifts and ask “it”: favors. Their festi- 
Vities started a whole week in advance: 
Drums, tom-toms, alcohol, fried pigs, 
candles, processions, obscene dancing, 
drunkards, and cock-fights — so they 
came to their pilgrimage to St. Peter’s 
shrine which is in front of our little mis- 
sion. Oh, how decorated it was with flow- 
ers! And all about it, candles, fruits, 
beans, stones, old sticks, and piles of other 
queer and weird things! But the soldiers 
of the Church of God were on the alert. 

In front of our mission, little mission- 
ary groups would go to explain salvation 
to the many weary pilgrims who had 
journeyed a long distance to tell St. Peter 
their troubles, and to ask him to do some- 
thing for them. Hundreds of tracts and 
gospels were distributed to them, and 
many were attracted by the singing at 
our mission, and heard the message of 
salvation through JESUS CHRIST. 
They heard for the first time that only 
JESUS CHRIST is the Mediator between 
God and man. 

Praise God for the lighthouse of the 
Church of God in this darkened city of 
Petion-Ville, and for the good testimon- 
ies of the saints in the Lord here. We 
were busy the whole week holding spe- 
cial services, and each night we saw 
many new faces of those who showed in- 
terest. Oh, how we praise the Lord for 
the opportunity to witness to these large 
hungry crowds of people! 

Sunday, July 2, was the climax and the 
last day to the festivities for St. Peter. 
Such animation in the town, so much 
noise, so many “pilgrims”! And we feted 
also, for we had much reason co rejoice 
in the Lord. Showers of blessings fell on 
the mission—and the shouts of the re- 
deemed and the happy singing of hun- 
dreds of saved, sanctified, and Holy Ghost 
saints blended with the prayers and sup- 
plications for this forgotten, neglected, 
superstitious, Satan-bound land of Haiti. 

There were 101 new converts who fol- 
lowed the Lord in water baptism. This 


was a beautiful sight, each dressed in 
white and their hearts washed white as 
snow by the precious blood of Jesus. For 
many this was a great sacrifice. For in- 
stance one of these women, Maria Char- 
beau, who had been doing the washing 
for the Catholic nuns for eighteen years, 
had to choose between Jesus and her live- 
lihood, because when the priests learned 
of her conversion, they sent word to the 
nuns to dismiss her if she would not re- 
nounce the Protestant faith. She said, 
“No, I have found Jesus—I would rather 
lose my work than part with the peace 
in my heart.” A brother who was a shoe- 
maker for the nuns also lost all his trade 
there because of his conversion, which of 
course meant a great sacrifice for him. 
We have many who have been put out 
of their homes, but persecution can- 
not stop them from loving and walking 
with their Lord and Savior. The fire is 
spreading here! All glory to Jesus! It 
seems just like a dream to be in the midst 
of a real revival in the land. These last 
three months have been real harvest days 
for us, with many souls saved, sanctified 
and baptized with the Holy Ghost, and 
many new mission stations opened up, for 
which we praise the Lord. Glory to God, 
hallelujah! “Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and all that is within me bless his holy 
name!” 

There wasn’t room enough for all our 
people although we took half of our Bible 
School garden to prepare a place for a 
big arbor to protect them from the sun. 
The church was packed, the church porch 
was filled with even more people, and the 
new arbor we had built was crowded, and 
yet people couldn’t get in to hear the 
service, but had to stand outside. Many 
hundreds heard the glad message of sal- 
vation by grace for the first time. Every 
day since the sowing of that great day 
brings in a harvesting of hungry souls 
who had at that time heard the Word. 

But that isn’t all! The following week 
at Aux Cayes, we baptized in water for- 
ty-one other converts, and plan to baptize 
about sixty more in other missions dur- 
ing the month of August. 

The Lord hath set before us an open 
door! Now is His visiting time for 
Haiti. How thankful we are to be 
humble instruments in His hands; to 
carry out His plans in these last days. As 
we are entered into this great revival we 
are left speechless by the wonderful things 
the Lord has done for us these last three 
months, And surely the midnight cry has 
already sounded: ‘Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh; go ye out to meet him!” 
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So with united hearts and hands let us, 
brothers and sisters of The Church of 
God, together “Speed the light, the blessed 
gospel light, to the lands which are in 
gloom and night; souls are waiting, and 
the fields are white, speed the light . . . 
O speed the light!” — Yours in the re- 
gions beyond, John P. Kluzit.

They neglect their souls, when the In- 
dians think it is a wonderful privilege to 
get to hear the gospel. They seem to have 
such faith in healing. Sinners come when 
they see us or look for us to pray for their 
sick. God has worked in miracle healing. 
It’s so wonderful. 

We had a two weeks’ revival in a new 
community. The first one who sought 
salvation cried and prayed in the Indian 
language. This was something strange to 
them when she fell in a trance. After her 
vision she looked at me and we knelt be- 
side her.

three words separate and distinct. “And 
the priest shall take some of the log of 
oil, and pour it into the palm of his own 
left hand: And the priest shall dip his 
right finger in the oil that is in his left 
hand, and shall sprinkle of the oil with his 
finger seven times before the Lord.” Here 
are the three words used separately and 
distinctly so that they do not mean the 
same thing. Let us see: Hebrew, “yati- 
saq;” Greek, “‘cheo;” English, “pour;” 
Hebrew, “‘nozia;” Greek, “raino;” Eng- 
lish, “sprinkle;” Hebrew, “taval;” Greek, 
“baptizo;” English, “dip.” There are these 
three languages represented and giving to 
us these three words: “dip,” “pour,” 
“sprinkle.” 
HISTORY OF SPRINKLING 

We give you here the history of sprink- 
ling. Dr. Wall says, “The first case of 
effusion is that of Novitian in A. D. 
251, while reclining in bed from sickness, 
received what they called ‘clinic bap- 
tism.’ This is the most ancient case on 
record.” If this celebrated author is to be 
believed, the first case of sprinkling in 
Christian baptism was 251 years this side 
of Jesus Christ. How are you going to 
lug that in as a Christian ordinance? 
Eusebius, the Father of Church Histori- 
ans, relating how aspersion or sprinkling 
water upon the individual was applied in 
baptism in the case of Novitian says, 
“Who aided by the exorcists when at- 
tacked with an extended disease and be- 
ing supposed at the point of death, was 
baptized by aspersion in the bed in which 
he lay. When he recovered from the dis- 
ease he did not partake of other things, 
which the rule of the church prescribes, 
nor was he sealed in confirmation by the 
Bishop.” This shows that though he had 
been sprinkled, the high authorities of the 
church at that time were skeptical of his 
baptism. 

Bishop Smith of The Protestant Episco- 
palian Church says, “We have only to go 
back six or eight hundred years and im- 
mersion was the only mode except in the 
case of the few baptized on their beds 
when death came near.” (This was called 
‘clinic baptism,’ as already has been 
stated.) “But in regard to such cases it 
disqualified its recipient from Holy Or- 
ders in case he recovered. Immersion was 
almost universal six or eight hundred 
years ago, and was both primitive and 
apostolic. There is no case of baptism 
standing on record for the first three 
hundred years, except the few cases of 
this baptism clinically, that is, lying in 
bed.” If any one practice of the early 
church is clearly established it is immer- 
sion! (Bliss’ Letters on Baptism, page 
24.) 

Let us see the first law that was made 
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on this question of sprinkling. 

The Monks of Cressy, A. D. 745, in- 
quired as to whether it was lawful in 
case of necessity, occasioned by sickness, 
to baptize an infant by pouring water on 
its head from a cup or the hands and Pope 
Steven III made the following reply, 
“Such a baptism performed in such a 
case of necessity shall be accounted 
valid.” Apud, Labbei Concilia Tom 6. 
Basnage, speaking of the foregoing, says, 
“This is accounted the first law against 
‘immersion’. The Pontiff, however, did 
not endorse immersion except in case of 
extreme necessity. This law, . therefore, 
did not change the mode- of dipping in 
baptism and it was not until the year 
1311 that the Legislature declared immer- 
sion and pouring to be different.” (Rob- 
inson’s History on Baptism, chapter 33.) 


WHAT DICTIONARIES SAY 


Let us hear from the encyclopedias on 
this matter, just as briefly as possible. 
Brandt’s Encyclopedia says, “Baptism was 
originally administered by immersion.” 
Without reading the others, let us say 
that Zells, Edinburg, Shaff, Herzog, and 
Britannica Encyclopedias all admit the 
same thing: that immersion was the origi- 
nal Christian mode of baptism and that 
sprinkling was introduced hundreds of 
years after Christ had ascended into heav- 
en. Dean Stanley stands in the front rank. 
At one time he was chaplain to Queen 
Victoria. He visited Russia and the East, 
and his “History of the Eastern Church” 
is now the standard authority on that 
phase of church questions. He said: 
“There is no question that the original 
form of baptism, the very meaning of the 
word, was a complete immersion in the 
deep baptismal water, and that for at 
least six centuries any other form was 
little. known or regarded except in the 
case of dangerous illness and an excep- 
tional and an almost monstrous case. To 
this form the Eastern Church still rigid- 
ly adheres. (History of the Eastern 
Church. ) 

Now, let us go to the lexicographer on 
this question for a few moments. 

William Grenfell in his New Testa- 
ment Lexicon says “ “Baptizo’ means to 
immerse, submerge, sink.” Thomas Shel- 
don Green in his ““New Testament Lexi- 
con” says, “ “Baptizo’ means properly to 
immerse;” John Pickering, “‘ “Baptizo’, to 
dip, immerse, submerge, plunge, sink.” 
John Calvin in his Institute says, ““The 
word ‘baptizo’ signifies to immerse, and 
the right of immersion was performed by 
the ancient church.” Martin Luther: 
**Baptizo’ is a Greek word and may be 
translated immersion, as when we immerse 
something in water that it may be 
wholly covered.” One more reference on 
this from a letter written by Dr. Charles 
Anthon, Professor of Knox College, Co- 
lumbia, New York, to Dr. E. Jalmer, 
March 24, 1843: “The primary meaning 
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of the word ‘baptizo’ is to dip, or im- 
merse, and its secondary meaning, if it 
ever had one, referred in some way or 
other to the same leading idea. Sprink- 
ling, pouring, etc., are entirely out of the 
question.” (Fuller on Baptism, page 52.) 

Now, dear friends, we are told that 
Christ authorized His disciples to baptize 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, and these serv- 
ants wrote in Greek. They used the word 
‘baptizo.’ We have presented a number of 
lexicographers, the church historians, and 
the word ‘taval’ in the Hebrew; ‘bap- 
tizo’ in the Greek, and ‘baptizo’ in the 
English, and they all agree, and every re- 
spectable lexicographer on the earth agrees 
that these words mean to dip, plunge, im- 
merse, and that they do not refer to 
sprinkling or pouring. 

Brethren, the time has come in this day 
of priestcraft, superstition, and idolatry, 
that men must begin to read, to think 
and examine for themselves, not put their 
brains upon a shelf and allow a preacher 
or anyone else to do their thinking for 
them. The time has come when Christi- 
anity should speak with one voice. The 
Bible speaking of Christianity says, ‘See 
that you all speak the same thing. Be of 


the same mind, having one Lord, one ° 


faith, one baptism, and that there be no 
division among you, for God is not the 
author of confusion, but of peace as in 
all the churches of the saints.” Who is the 
author of all this confusion? If God is 
not, who is? I leave that for you to an- 
swer. 
THE BIBLE 

Let us go to the Bible with this ques- 
tion. Mark 1:4, 5: “John did baptize in 
the wilderness, and preach the baptism 
of repentence for the remission of sins. 
And there went out unto him all the land 
of Judea, and they of Jerusalem, and 
were all baptized of him in the river of 
Jordan, confessing their sins.” ‘Oh,” 
someone will say, “we believe that, we ad- 
mit they were all baptized in Jordan, but 
that does not say whether it was sprink- 
ling, pouring, or immersion. We have 
proved that wherever the word “baptize” 
is found in the Bible it is taken from 
the Greek word “baptizo” and means 
to “immerse” so that it does\mean im- 
mersion. The very reading indicates im- 
mersion. You tell me that sprinkling and 
pouring are words used interchangeably 
with immersion. Let us apply this now 
and see if we can make good grammar 
and common sense out of it. Let us just 
place the word “sprinkle” where the 
word “baptized” is used. “And all Jeru- 
salem and Judea round about Jordan, 
came out to John and were sprinkled of 
him in the river of Jordan.” Just imagine 
John taking a handful of people and 
sprinkling them in Jordan! That doesn’t 
read right. Well, let us try the word 
“pour.” “And all Jerusalem and Judea 
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round about Jordan came out to John 
and were all poured of him in the river 
of Jordan.” Now, place the word “im- 
merse” or “dip” or “plunge” there. “And 
all Jerusalem and Judea came out unto 
John and were immersed of him in Jor- 


‘dan,” dipped in Jordan, plunged in Jor- 


dan. Matt. 3:13-17. “Then cometh Je- 
sus from Galilee to Jordan unto John, to 
be baptized of him.” Not sprinkled of 
him, not poured of him, but immersed of 
him. Let us read the 16th verse. “And Je- 
sus, when he was baptized, went up 
straightway out of the water.” I want 
to ask you, my friends, do you think that 
Jesus had as much common sense as you 
have? “Oh,” says one, “yes, He was the 
divine personification of wisdom and 
goodness and holiness.” True He was. 
Now, if you wanted a little water poured 
on your head would you go a hundred 
miles to the river to have somebody pour 
a little water on your head? No. Why, no 
one with any common sense would have 
done that. You would stay in the house 
and have it done out of a tea cup or some- 
thing, and yet some people want us to 
believe that Jesus did it. That is worse 
and more of it. 
COMMON SENSE 

A little book written by Rev. W. A. 
McKay, B. A., of Woodstock and pub- 
lished in Toronto, Canada, had a picture 
on the front page of Jesus standing up 
to His waist in water in the Jordan and 
John leaning over pouring some water on 
Him. Would you do that if you wanted 
somebody to pour water on your head? 
Where is the necessity of standing up to 
your waist in water to have a little water 
put on you, either by sprinkling or pour- 
ing? Now the record says we are buried 
with Christ by baptism unto death. Does 
pouring represent a birth? Does sprinkling 
represent a burial? But when we are tak- 
en from the element of air and placed 
in the element of water that represents 
a burial. When we are taken from the ele- 
ment of water and placed in the element 
of air that represents a birth, and so 
“born of water,” “buried with Christ by 
baptism.” 

John 3:23 says, “And John was also 
baptizing in Aenon near to Salim, because 
there was much water there.” Acts 8:3, 
6, 9 gives the story of Philip and _ the 
eunuch where the eunuch is converted 
and asks to be baptized, saying, “See, 
here is water. What doth hinder me to 
be baptized?” Philip said, “If thou be- 
lievest with all thy heart thou mayest,” 
and according to the scriptural state- 
ment, “They both went down into the 
water, both Philip and the eunuch.” 

OBJECTIONS ANSWERED 

We will now notice a few objections: 
We are told in the 2nd chapter of the 
Acts of the Apostles that 3,000 people 
were converted and baptized at one time, 
and that there was not enough water in 
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all that part of the country to immerse 
them, and that there was not time 
enough for the apostles to immerse them 
in that one day. Is it true that they did 
not have time to immerse them? Let us 
figure and see. In Oongole, India, an ac- 
count published by the Calcutta papers 
January, 1883, there were 2,226 persons 
baptized in one day by six administrators, 
only two baptizing at a time. They took 
six hours to do it. Baptizing at that rate 
twelve administrators could have baptized 
4,444 in six hours, one-third of them 
baptizing at a time, or if all of them 
worked for six hours at that rate would 
have baptized 13,332. For the twelve 
apostles to baptize 3,000 they would only 
have had to baptize 250 each to accom- 
plish their work. Rev. R. R. Williams, 
president of Ramapatam Seminary, bap- 
tized 700 persons in one day without 
leaving the water. Rev. T. E. Wilson of 
Muncie, Indiana, baptized eighty-seven 
persons in 127 minutes. So we see that 
the twelve apostles, if only baptizing 250 
persons each, starting at the third hour 
(9 o’clock) could have taken two min- 
utes for each person and finished by 
5:20 P. M., so that objecture is set aside. 


Now, we are told by both Methodist 
and Presbyterian authorities that there 
was not enough water in that country to 
do the work. They did not have suffici- 
ent water, and the Rev. Mr. Mackay 
makes the argument that the pools around 
Jerusalem were used for drinking pur- 
poses, and that the people would not be 
permitted to get into these pools for im- 
mersion. That was not the Jewish idea of 
cleanliness. Well, let us examine that for 
a moment. You would almost believe 
that the hundreds of thousands of people 
living in Jerusalem did not know any- 
thing about water and that water was 
scarce there. Let us read: The pool of 
Bethesda was 300 feet long and 130 feet 
broad. The Pool of Upper Gihon, 316 
feet long and 209 feet broad. The pool of 
Lower Gihon, 555 feet long and 275 feet 
broad. The pool of Siloam, 53 feet long 
and 18 feet broad. The Kings Pool, 15 ft. 
long and six feet broad. Jesus says in John 
5:2-7: “Now there is at Jerusalem by the 
sheep market a pool, which is called in the 
Hebrew tongue Bethesda, having five 
porches.” It is said in this chapter that 
sick people gathered around the pool and 
an angel was said to come down and 
trouble the waters and that the people 
would get into the pool and be healed. 
Jesus, coming along one day, found a man 
that had an infirmity thirty-eight years, 
and Jesus saw him lie and knew that he 
had been a long time in that case and said 
unto him, “Wilt thou be made whole?” 
“J have no man when the water is trou- 
bled, to put me into the pool,” he an- 
swered. And yet, there are men who will 
tell us that the pools around Jerusalem 
were just for drinking purposes. The first 
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one was the pool of Bethesda. In John 9: 
7 is the pool of Siloam: “Go wash in the 
pool of Siloam. He went his way there- 
fore, and washed, and came seeing.” 
IS BAPTIZING INDECENT? 

Those who do not believe in immersion 
now declare that that act is not only a 
Romanish invention, without any sup- 
port whatever in the Bible, but that it is 
indecent. Decent men and women, they 
say, will not submit to being baptized by 
immersion. This is quite a charge, and so 
we will read some of the statements: 
“The fact is that this old water-logged 
hulk of immersion is one of the greatest 
pieces of nonsense and superstition ever 
heard of.” Rev. T. L. Wilkinson in his 
debate, page 67.) “Again, I repudiate the 
miserable dipping business with all the 
emphasis of my soul. I tell you it is su- 
perstition. It was born and bred in the 
lap of superstition, and it is not fit as a 
mere matter of decency to be imported 
into decent society.” (Page 103.) Page 
34 of Dr. Mackay’s work says, “We deny 
the dipping altogether and sustain the 
denial by the absence of fact and pre- 
cept, and the pronounced impropriety of 
the age as to the dipping of females into 
water, by men, it will not do to say that 
those who practiced the dipping of fe- 
males by men in water see no impropri- 
ety in it... And the feelings of the 
millions today is against the becomingness 
of the public dipping into water by men.” 
Much more could be quoted by these men 
who dare to contradict God’s Word but 
we must soon close. If immersion is 
wrong, let it be examined. If it is the 
scriptural mode, then for the sake of 
Christ whom we love, let us abandon 
the church and the preacher who de- 
clares it indecent, born in the lap of su- 
perstition. This matter ought to be set- 
tled, but the funniest thing of all is this: 
Go to one of these men and they will 
say, “We will baptize you by sprinkling 
if you want to; by pouring if you say 
so, or by immersion if you insist upon 
it.” 
They would not mind then, stooping 
down to do something indecent if you 
insist upon it. It is a Romish invention 
without any support in the Bible what- 
ever, but they will do it if you insist. 
I tell you, when the salaries are at stake 
some men will do almost anything. Now 
we ask you if the Methodist church took 
out of their discipline, as being a state- 
ment deceptive and misleading, why 
would any of them immerse you even 
upon your request? “Oh, Consistency, 
thou art a jewel.”

dure all the afflictions that are heaped 
upon them. 
‘And I beheld another beast coming up 
out of the earth; and he had two horns 
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like a lamb, and he spake as a dragon. 
And he exerciseth all the power of the 
first beast before him, and causeth the 
earth and them whieh dwell therein to 
worship the first beast, whose deadly 
wound was healed. And he doeth great 
wonders, so that he maketh fire come 
down from, heaven on the earth in the 
sight of men, and deceiveth them that 
dwell on the earth by the means of those 
miracles which he had power to do in the 
sight of the beast; saying to them that 
dwell on the earth, that they should make 
an image to the beast, which had the 
wound by a sword, and did live. And he 
had power to give life unto the image of 
the beast, that the image of the beast 
should both speak, and cause that as many 
as would not worship the image of the 
beast should be killed. And he causeth all, 
both small and great, rich and poor, free 
and bond, to receive a mark in their right 
hand, or in their foreheads: and that no 
man might buy or sell, save he that had 
the mark, or the name of the beast, or the 
number of his name. Here is wisdom. Let 
him that hath understanding count the 
number of the beast; for it is the number 
of a man; and his number is Six hundred 
three score and six,” Rev. 13:11-18. 


This awful personage spoken of in these 
verses is known as the false prophet. He 
is allowed to exercise all the spirit and 
power of Antichrist and he certainly will 
cause many people to fall. He will do 
great wonders in the presence of the peo- 
ple, cause fire to come down from heaven 
and will perform one of the greatest 
miracles up to his day.
